Bot he who adinits that he cannot 
sound the Chinese mind will perhaps 
get a momentary insight in the writ- 
ings of Tai Chi-Tao, author of ‘‘The 
Road for Youth.’’ Here is a modern 
trend of thought, worthy of the great- 
est statesmen, whem he says; 

Any activity which does not look 
forward to the development of indus- 
try is foreign to genuine revolution; 
for revolution aims at producing life, 
not killing it. It is serious business, 
not mockery. Mock revolution is by 
far a greatersin than either imperial- 
ism or militarism. For the activities: 
of imperialism are not without a mea- 
sure of comstructive value in mater- 
ial progres@ and even the militarists, 
if they are: firmly established, can 
give security ‘te people who care only 
to exist undigturbed. But mock revol- 
ution does not even have the semb- 
lance of creditable results; it merely 
destroys life and paralyses activity. 

If Tai’s philosophy is typical of 
Ohinese thought it is quite evident 
that his country’s troublous days are 
over and, more than that, her day as 
a world power is about to break. The 


|} revolution which Tai is ready to en- 
| dorse is not a genuine revolution un- 


less it looks forward to the develop- 
ment of industry. It is not a revolu 
tion aimed to overthrow institutions 
which can only be replaced by their 
own prototypes—which is not revolu- 
tion at all but only mock revolutiom, 
‘‘by far a greater sin than either im- 
perialism or militarism.’’ 

Tai lapses into the cabalistic char- 
acteristic of his race when he says, 
‘‘Even the militarists....can give se- 
curity to a people who care only to 
exist undisturbed.’’ Recent events 
have shown that China, while ready 
to treat commercially and diplomat- 
ically with the world, has ambition to 
exist undisturbed so far as the admin- 
istration of her own affairs is con- 
cerned. She has told Russia so and 
packed the Bolsheviks off to see if 
some other Oriental soil will not be 
more secure support for the red flag. 

But on other hand, his assignment 
of a useful function to what he calls 
‘‘the militarists’’ is clear enough. He 
sees in them the security of his na- 
tion’s peace once it has been estab- 
lished; a re-statement of the old but 
much-questioned policy that a nation 
armed is a nation which can count on 
being, as he would say, ‘‘undisturb- 
ed.’’ Coming from the representative 
of a people who have hitherto carried 
little political weight in the world, 
perhaps the Western Pacifists will 
cease to suspect Chinese armament ar 
a weapon of cffence.
